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First you need to enter the Title for your scene. The format for this is entirely up to you since 
you decide whether or not the final outline document you produce is for your eyes only or for 
distribution to others. For example, the Title for your first scene could be: 

EXT MOVIE THEATER - DA Y 

This format is the same as the standard screenplay format for sluglines. EXT means Exterior 
(the location is outside), MOVIE THEATER is the LOCATION, and DAY is the time of day 
that the scene will take place. 



Similarly, you could use INT. for Interior, NIGHT or DUSK etc. 
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On the other hand, you may not wish to write the Title in such a rigid format so instead you 
could just enter: 

Movie Theater 

You may also not wish to write a full detailed Outline but instead a "Step-Outline" which 
means you can write a brief description of your scene in the Title Field. For example: 

Movie Theater - Jake sneaks out the house and meets Mary for a date. 

When printing, you also have the option of printing the entire outline or just the Title Fields - 
which will facilitate this particular method. 

Writing Your Scene 

Now you have entered your Title, either click ENTER or place the Mouse Pointer on the 
larger text field which will be the canvas for your main scene text. You will notice that after 
entering this field your Scene Title appears in the Outline Panel to the right of the window. 

We will deal with your Outline List later but suffice to say, each scene you create is entered 
into this list so you can see exactly where you are at all times. Now, all you have to do is 
write the Scene! 

Unfortunately, we cannot help you with getting ideas - that's up to you - but we can provide 
you with an easy way to manage them through StorvTasks and by viewing a reference guide in 
the form of Reference Plugins which are essentially interpretations of successful movie stories 
that appear in the Outline Panel in the same area of the window as your own Outline List by 
selecting the "Reference Tab" from the menu above your Outline. 

Again, we will deal with all this later., but just so you know! 

Moving on to the Next Scene 

To move on to Scene 2, simply click the + control on the Console below the Scene Field.

Managing Your Outline and its Controls 



Your Outline List (to the right of the Title and Scene Fields) is one of Movie Outline's key 
features. It allows the Screenwriter to clearly see an overview of their entire story while 
simultaneously working on individual scenes. 

Each time you add a scene to your project, the Scene Title appears in this list and redisplays 
the scene in the two text fields each time you either click on a Title Row or navigate your way 
through the outline using the Console . 

Use the Scroll bar to display the later scenes in your outline that may initially be obscured.

HIGHLIGHT 
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Binding with Reference Outline 

Your own Outline is always linked with the currently loaded Reference Outline which is 
displayed in the Reference Outline Panel . 

By moving up and down (using the Console, by clicking on Title Rows with the Mouse or by 
using Shortcut Keys), you will automatically be changing the currently selected scene in the 
Reference Outline. Similarly, by navigating up and down your Reference Outline, you will 
automatically change the selected scene in your own Outline accordingly. 

This enables you to view scenes in the Reference Outline that correspond to the same point in 
your own story to compare both structure, pacing and story development with the Pros! You 
can also right-click the Scene Title in our own Outline listbox to open a popup window 
displaying details of the corresponding Reference Scene. 

Controls and their Functions 

There are three controls at the base of the Outline Panel: 



Click to move the currently selected scene up one in the list. 
▼ Shift Down 

Click to move the currently selected scene down one in the list. 

The shift up and down controls come in very handy when reorganizing the structure of your 
story. It enables you to reposition scenes wherever you want without the need of cutting, 
copying and pasting each time. 

It also gives you the flexibility to try out various different structures and then return scenes to 
their original position should your rearrangement prove to be ineffective. 

Highlight Scene 

Click to highlight/de-highlight the currently selected Title Row in your outline. 



The Highlight feature is also very useful when you wish to mark a specific scene for editing 
purposes or to denote the end of an act or important plot point. 




Shift Up 



HIGHLIGHT 
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An example would be when writing a scene that just doesn't seem to work and you wish to 
come back to it later. Or if you wish to highlight each scene that denotes a particular turning 
point in your story. Or you can even highlight action scenes, romantic scenes or scenes in 
which you would like to add subplot at a later time. 

Shortcut Keys 

Alt + Left Arrow 

Use this key combination to go back to the previous scene in your outline. 
Alt + Right Arrow 

Use this key combination to go forward to the next scene in your outline. 
Alt + Up Arrow 

Use this key combination to go up to the first scene in your outline. 
Alt + Down Arrow 

Use this key combination to go down to the last scene in your outline. 
F10 

Use this Function key to highlight/de-highlight the current scene/Title Row in the list.

Reference Outline Feature 







Different genres of movies require different amounts of scenes. Dramas are typically around 
35-40 scenes because they usually have longer scenes than Thrillers, Comedies and Action 
and Adventure movies which are normally around 45 scenes with more action and less 
dialogue. 

To help plan out your project, Movie Outline allows you to simultaneously refer to produced 
feature film outlines and gauge the progress of your own story in contrast to some of the most 
successful Hollywood movies. 

So if you get stuck on scene 15 and wonder if your structure is working, simply select your 
movie Reference Outline and see what happens at the same time in this example. For instance, 
has your antagonist entered the story too late? Or perhaps your Hero has still not had his call 
to adventure? 

By comparing your own character arcs, escalating conflicts, plot points and three act structure 
with the pros, you will be able to amend mistakes in your own pacing and successfully 
produce a well-structured screen story! 

Viewing Reference Outlines and using Panel Controls 

By clicking the Reference Tab (on the panel to the right of the Title and Scene Fields) 
displays the currently loaded Reference Outline Plugin scene list - assuming you have plugins 
available in your Application Reference Folder. Reference Plugins have the filename 
extension (.mvr). 

Loading New Reference Outline Plugins 



Movie Outline is pre-installed with six 
Reference Outline Plugins covering six 
different movie genres. To load a new 
Reference Outline simply select the drop 
down menu above the Reference Outline 
List and the new outline will be loaded. 



However, only one Reference Outline is 
available in the Demo mode.

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The Reference Outline works essentially in the same way as your own Outline, although you 
cannot edit the scenes, only view them here on in the PowerView window. You can use the 
main Console to navigate your way through the Reference Outline but only to the point that 
corresponds to your own Outline. 

This means, if you have only written five scenes, clicking the Fast Forward control will take 
you to scene five on BOTH Outlines. In order to move beyond that point you need to use the 
independent Reference Panel controls.

Color-coding Your Three Act Structure 

PowerView enables the Screenwriter to view the structure of their story in a color-coded 
visual manner alongside their selected Reference Outline . Simply click the PowerView icon 
on the toolbar or select it from the Options Menu. 

The colors you choose to indicate the various sections of your story 
correspond to both User and Reference Outline views, but the start 
points for each section of the Reference Outline is independent from 
the User Outline values. This means that while Act One is orange in 
both views, it may start at Scene 2 and continue for ten scenes in the 
User Outline but start at Scene 5 and continue for eight scenes in the 
Reference Outline. This is so you can gauge your structure against 
your reference structure.

TURNING POINT ONE 

Turning Points have various names (depending on which structure paradigm you follow) but 
they all essentially mean and represent the same thing: change. They may signal a 
significant change of pace, a major plot development or revelation, someone or something 
heralding dramatic news or perhaps a moment of realization for the Protagonist and/or central 
characters. They could mark the unexpected introduction of a new character or subplot, or 
pay off an important story device set up earlier. 

Turning Point One occurs during the first half of Act One, in-between the start of the act and 
the Mid-Point of the movie. Whatever the change is, its primary purpose is to engage the 
audience further and create greater interest and empathy with the Protagonist and his/her 
central conflict. The Turning Point could represent one of those subtle, defining moments 
that reveal something hidden about the plot or Protagonist, or in contrast be a sequence of 
intense action or drama, usually followed by a slower-paced scene that gives the central 
characters and audience time to breath and heightens the tension in preparation for the next 
major plot development.
